Treaty Is Adopted Within 


Five Minutes After Its 
Presentation 


WASIIINH:T"oN'.~Feb~«. —The great 


powers of tho world today pledged 
themselves to deal fairly with China. 


The pledge was contained in a nine 


powered treaty presented to the sixt-i 
plenary session of the armament con- 
ference <iiici i'dopted within five min- 
utps after the session got under way 
this morning. 


I'pon her own part, China, pledges 


herself not to grant preferential rights 
to any nation, and to <Jo her utmost to 
see that all nations have equal eco- 
nomic opportunity 
within

The cradle Is a simple appltalte* 


*w treating "pay dirt," earth no« 
travel containing gold,dust, it con- 
•Ists essentially of a box, mounted OB 
rockers, and provided with n' per- 
forated bottom of sheet Irou m whiefc 
the "pay dirt" is placed. Water is 
poured on the dirt, and ;lie rocking 
notion Imparted to the cradle cause* 
the finer particles to pass through 
the perforated bottom onto a canvas 
screen, nnd thence to the base of the 
cradle, «heK the goid-du*,; accumu- 
lates on tra>v'erse bars of wood cally* 
"riffle*."
